In the early fighting in Korea 
the United States lost literally 
thousands of soldiers because 

they were not 
trained to dis- 
cipline. 
The case of 
Sgt. Matthew 
McKeon should 
bring us face to 
face with facts. 
The armed serv- 
ices are neither 
prep nor trade 
schools. They 
are instruments 
| of national de- 
'fense. They are organizations 
where a man first of all must 
_be taught to kill or disable an 
enemy before the enemy kills or 
wounds him. This inescapable 
fact causes some to wince. But 
it remains entirely true. If your 
son must go into military serv- 
ice, encourage him to choose the 
Marines or any other branch 
which: requires tough, exact dis- 
cipline. Your son will have a 
better chance to survive in com- 
bat. For every man killed by 
accidents in training, 500 died in 
Korea for want of disciplined 
training. 


Arrival of trained, disciplined 
Marines in that bloody penin- 
sula turned the tide. General 
Douglas MacArthur was moved 
to recommend the Army adopt 
Marine training methods. 


One of our greatest military 
exploits in history was the with- 
drawal of the First Marine Di- 
vision from the frozen Chosin 
Reservoir sector in the depths of 
the Korean mountains in the 
cruel winter of 1950. 


Withdrawal 


They had been fighting for 
weeks. Split into groups, sur- 
rounded by 80,000 Chinese Com- 
munists, saddled with wounded, 
it was necessary to withdraw. 
(Gen. MacArthur had insisted 
the Chinese would not come in. 
He persisted even though Ma- 
rines on their way to the Yalu 
had reported contact with them 
and had prisoners to show. The 
Eighth Army was caught thinly 
spread by the Chinese attack.) 

Weather was below zero. They 
buried what dead they could in 
the dynamited, icy earth. Some 
they could not bury. These they 
lashed to tanks. The badly 
wounded came out on litters or 
on vehicles along with the dead. 


It was 80 miles to the sea. 

They had to traverse mountain 
trails. They had to. rebuild 
bridges. 

For 13 days they: fought, died, 
lived. 

They broke through. 

History has no greater epic 
than that of the Marines who 
broke through an army of 80,000 
of a fanatic, desperate enemy, 
bringing their dead and wound- 
ed to the safety of the sea. 

In the bitter, desperate hours, 
it was pride in the corps that kept 
them going. They would not fail 
one another. 

A story will illustrate. 


‘New Breed’ 


A private named Stanley Rob- 
inson had taken command of a 
decimated squad. We meet him 
on page 281 of the history of the 
Marines in Korea, ‘‘The New 
Breed.” 


‘‘In a warming tent of the 
medical battalion the wounded 
Robinson lay listening to the 
cascading sound of firing to the 
north . . . Litterbearers brought 
in a stretcher and placed it 
alongside Robinson. 

‘‘What outfit you from?’’ Rob- 
inson asked. 

“Easy, 7th,”’ the inert figure 
mumbled. 

“Did we get hit?’ 

“Clobbered. Mr. Yancey’s 
wounded . . . so’s the skipper— 
everybody is, I guess.”’ 

Robinson sat up. In the dark- 
ness he got into his clothes and 
parka. He moaned as he pulled 
the shoe-pacs over swollen feet. 

‘Be seein’ you Mac,’’ he 
whispered. 

He lurched out and selected a 
weapon from a discarded stack 
nearby. A corpsman asked: 

‘“‘What’n hell you doin’, Rob- 
inson?’’ 

*‘What does it look like, Doc?”’ 

Robinson headed for the mass 
of hills. When he came to the 
icy slopes he had to crawl. The 
blisters broke. His socks were 
wet with blood and pus. - He 
found Yancey. 

*‘What’n hell you doin’ here?’’ 
croaked the weary man. 

*‘Lookin’ for a job.” 

Yancey spat blood on the

‘one another, can come only from 
toughly disciplined men.

Reappraisals 
Up Digest to 
$862 Million 


By HERMAN HANCOCK 


Reappraisal of Atlanta proper- 
ties added $54,000,000 to the 1956 
tax digest and pushed the digest 
total to an all-time record of 
$862,338,410. 

City and Fulton County tax of- 
ficials Tuesday certified the di- 
gest figures as of July 1 to Comp- 
troller Earl Landers. They came 
as the Aug. 15 deadline neared 
for payment of 1956 city taxes 
without penalty. 

The digest lists real estate at 
$555,157,615, personal property at 
another $307,,180,795. Homestead 
exemptions, $2,000 for each own- 
er-occupied home, amounted to 
$113,096,625, leaving a net digest 
of $749,241,785. Landers estimates 
that another $10 million may be 
added to the July digest figures 
before the year ends. 

The $749 million net digest com- 
pares with an estimated $750 mil- 
lion net digest Landers made 
when the city last April cut its 
operational tax one-half mill to 
14 mills, and its debt service tax 
one-half mill to 2% mills.

“The party must not be accused of 
opportunism,” he said. 
It is obvious Mr. Stevenson is now a 
r more mature and aware political person- 
ality. He benefited by his long, arduous, 
and often discouraging primary fight. 
There are no conflicting emotions as in 
1952 when what he really wanted to do 
was run for re-election as governor of 
Illinois. He was, in fact and truth, a re- 
luctant draftee for the nomination. 

Now he is a candidate seasoned by 
the primaries and close to the people. 

This year his earnest conviction is that 
it is in the national interest for Presi- 
dent Eisenhower to be defeated in No- 
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vember. The odds are against him. This 
does not deter him. He believes if the 
issues are discussed the people will under- 
stand and agree with him. 

He is not the dramatic new figure he 
was in 1952, eloquent and forthright in 
a degree rarely met with in politics. 
However the fact that his eloquence 
is well established does not mean it 
will not again thrill the nation as be- 
fore when the campaign actually begins.

There is an old adage that “he also 
serves who only stands and waits.” But, 
sometimes a man can wait too long, 
especially as concerns filing an income 
tax return. 

Headwaiter Hagedorn of the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria Hotel, has pleaded guilty to 
defrauding the government of $11,781 in 
undeclared income taxes. He had con- 
cealed “gratuities, in addition to tips” in 
his 1952 and 1953 returns. He paid a tax 
on his salary and also included some in- 
come from tips. But that he should have 
concealed revenue on which he should 
have paid $11,781 in taxes will cause 
many an eyebrow to lift and, perhaps, 
quiver. The story is the more unusual in 
that the predecessor of the present guilt- 
confessing headwaiter now is serving a 
term for the same offense. 

Many an honest citizen works for 
much less than headwaiter Hagedorn 
concealed. There will not be much sym- 
pathy for him, if any, and it is=impossi- 
ble to imagine why there should be any. 

The story also #lustrates just how 
costly vanity is in the United States.

But, the two guilty headwaiters really 
got fat, for a while, on large “gratuities” 
handed them by men and women who 
believed it important to be thought well 
of by a headwaiter, and whose values 
were so distorted they would put $100

“Speed Electrically Timed” signs 
along Georgia highways are effective 
mainly as a warning that it is possible an 
electric timer may be in use on the road 
ahead. 

The fact is the state has many more 
signs than timers. 

Signs are not nearly as expensive. Nor 
do they have to be manned. 

Lacking enough speed clocks and 
enough personnel to cover the vast net- 
work of state highways, the Georgia State 
Highway Patrol has begun a program 
of selective enforcement. 

Patroling U.S. Highway 129 between 
Fitzgerald and Ocilla on a recent week- 
end, state troopers using an electric timer 
made 18 traffic cases in one day, a record 
for the area. 

The report from Irwin and Ben Hill 
counties is that selective enforcement 
there has had the desired effect—a reduc- 
tion in the number of accidents. 

The success of the policy is indication 
enough that given sufficient timers and 
sufficient troopers to blanket the state 
the traffic toll would take a dive.

Isn’t Being Accorded Justice 


Lurid publicity about a tiny minority of teen-age delinquents has 
blinded us to the solid achievements and ideals of the typical young- 
sters which constitute 95 per cent of American youth today. 


Writing in their defense in an 
article in Reader’s Digest, Mar- 
garet Culkin Banning points out 
that the vast majority of teen- 
agers have never been before 
the police, even for such a minor 
offense as breaking a window. 

Surveys have shown that teen- 
agers place a high value on edu- 
cation. Their willingness to work 
at part-time and summer jobs re- 
futes accusations of decadence; 
indeed, their earnings and allow- 
ances give them an annual pur- 
chasing power of four billion dol- 
lars. 

The same surveys also show 
that more adolescents than ever 
before participate in church ac- 
tivities. Millions of young peo- 
ple join the YMCA, Girl Scouts, 
Boy Scouts, Boys’ Clubs and other 
youth organizations. 

The U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture lists over two million 
farm boys and girls who are 
bringing credit and profit to 
themselves as members of 4-H 
clubs. 

The magazine article makes a 
good point in bringing out the 
fact that alarming § statistics 
about delinquency today are often 
misleading. 

The police commissioner of a 
large city points out that boys 
and girls are more. closely 
watched by the police than for- 


merly, hence minor offenses and 
even warnings get on the rec- 
ord. 

The truth of course is_ that 
a small minority of teen-agers 
has smeared the reputation, of 
youth. Boys and girls of fine char- 
acter still abound, reports to the 
contrary notwithstanding.

WASHINGTON—Taking a look at the central 
figure in our politics for the last four years, we

reau. More than 100 years ago 
when there were no fewer 
tractions than today, he said, “Our 
life is frittered away by detail.” 

He said, ‘““The mass of men lead 
lives of quiet desperation." 

To get away fr6ém it ‘all he built 
a cabin at Walden pond on Emer. 
son's land and lived there almost 
two years in.an attempt to find 
out how much of so<alled civiliza. 
tion he could do without. He car. 
ried with him a flute, some note. 
books and pens, a copy of Homer 
and a spade for his vegetable gar. 
den. 

“He chose to be rich by making 
his wants few,” said his friend 
Emerson. 

Out of that experience he wrote 
his book, ‘‘Walden” which today 
is often reprinted with growing ap- 
preciation, In it he wrote: “Why 
should we live with such hurry 
and waste of life? . . . When we 
are unhurried and wise, we per. 
ceive that only great and worthy 
things have any permanent and 
absolute existence, that petty fears 
and petty pleasures ar® but the 
shadows of reality.” 

“Don't waste the years strug- 
gling for things that are unimpor- 
tant,’’ he wrote.

paradox in the role of Chief Executive. It can be stated thusly: That

DeKalb Board Approves 
11.75-Mill School Levy 


By GENE 
A tax rate of 1154 mills 


LEGETTE 
was tentatively approved for 


the DeKalb Schoo] District in the fiscal year 1956-57 Tues- 
day afternoon by the County Board of Education. 


Subject to certification of the 
tax digest, the board adopted a 
10-and-a-half-mill operating rate 
and a rate of 1% mills to retire 
principal and interest on outstand- 
ing school bonds. 

The rate, said by Board Chair- 
man C. L. Davidson to be the 
lowest of any county system in 
Georgia, was tentatively set after 
receipt of a letter from Edgar 
Barrett, chairman of the County 
Board of Tax Assessors, estimat- 
ing the school district tax digest 
at a net after homestead exemp- 
tions of 220 million dollars. 


WAIT CERTIFICATION 


The budget for the fiscal year 
adopted by the board on June 5, 
1956, requires a local school dis- 
trict tax for operations and main- 
tenance purposes of $2,250,000. 
Davidson said the tax rate will be 
confirmed immediately, after the 
digest is certified. 

A suit testing the validity of the 
tax digest will be heard in Circuit 
Court beginning Friday. 

Davidson contrasted the millage 
rate with surrounding areas. 
Pointing out that the first time 
since 1942 the 1*'o-mill levy col- 
lected from property within the 
city limits of Decatur and Atlanta 
will be eliminated, he also said 
the school district bond levy has 
been reduced from three mills one 
year ago to one and one-fourth 
mills. 

RATES COMPARED 


“It is interesting to make the 
comparison between DeKalb and 
the Fulton County School District,”’ 
Davidson said. “The Fulton dis- 
trict, including bonds, has a 26- 
mill levy, as compared to a total 
levy in DeKalb, subject to certi- 
fication of the estimated digest, 
of 11% mills.”’ 


In other action, the School Board 
cpened bids for construction of the 
Gresham area elementary school 
in the southwest section of the 
county. 

Low bidders on the 23-classroom, 
37,000 square foot school were L.

An ultra-slim woman with 
that stylishly starved look re- 
marked to your dietitian, ‘‘One 
can’t hope to keep her face 
young and her figure slim, too, 
can she?’’ That mistaken notion 
is all too common. The reason 
back of such thinking is that we 
overlook the importance of ex- 
ercise, both for reducing and 
for weight control. In fact, we 
have sold exercise short. 


A small amount of regular 
exercise is important at every | 
stage of reducing, and is also | 
essential for keeping weight 
normal. In the first place, with- 
out the help of exercise, reduc- 
ing calories must be kept to 
almost starvation level. That's 
no way to enjoy life. A daily 
walk and a few easy stretch- 
bends stir the circulation into 
brisk action and let the dieter 
have a couple of hundred more 
calories. On 1,100 or 1,200 cal- 
ories daily, dieting fare can be 
good eating. 

Then, too, even in the best of 
regulated reducing programs, 
there comes a lull! in losing. 
That is when exercise can save 
the day. By adding exercise, 
the slimming and toning goes 
right on even if the pounds re- 
main stubbornly fixed for a few | 
weeks. The emergency meas- 
ures at this point are to in- 
crease the protein and step up 
the exercise just a little, since 
both measures stimulate the 
body to burn more fuel. 


At the finish of a reducing 
routine, exercise is the firmest 
way to keep slim. Right after 
reducing, the metabolic rate is 
lower and there is a tendency 
to regain the lost pounds as 
diet fare is abandoned. Well, 
that need not happen. Continue 
the daily walk and an easy 
routine of toning slimnastics. 
Firm muscles not only discour- 
age fatty infiltration and thus 
stave off a gain, but with toned 
muscles the figure is more | 
shapely.
